•TLqnality of income," says Mr. G. Bernard 


Shaw, "is the only social solution." He might 
as well have said equality of outgo. 


The argument against equality of income is 


the simple one of justice. It is apparent at once, 
is it not, that income should have some relation 
to service? In the productive callings of life, this 
is hardly open to argument. 


If a man worka-ten hours a day and produces 


a hundred loaves of bread, is he not entitled to 
more reward than the man who works one hour 
a day and produces a plate of fudge? 


In this case, as in all cases of production, the 


eervice is definite and the reward can be made 
accurate. It can be measured in hours of serv- 
ice, or in units of product. It is only when we 
come to the non-productive callings, such as Mr. 
Shaw's, that the question becomes difficult, par- 
ticularly difficult for Mr. Show, pleadjng.for self- 
protection and an equality of income. 


For example, in-the day of social justice, why 


should Mr. Shaw be allowed as high an income 
as, say, the garbage-gatherer- The immediate 
answer which occurs to everyone is that he 
shouldn't. The garbage man, like Mr. Shaw, is 
a non-producer, but he performs a real social 
service by removing refuse. Mr. Shaw, on the 
contrary, constantly dumps more refuse upon the 
premises. 


The garbage-man's refuse is physical and real. 


It takes actual effort to get rid of it. Mr. Shaw's 
refuse is mental, literary and superfluous. It takes 
no particular effort to accumulate it. The world 
must be rid of its physical garbage, else the world 
sickens and dies, or at best lives under very un- 


pleasant renditions. .But the world has more than 


enough of literary litter. It groans under the 
centuries of accumulation of it, so why should 
Mr. Shaw be rewarded for adding more to the 
dump-heap?
